LESSON ON TARIFE 


Minority Leader Cites Records 
to Show How His Cost of 
Living Is Growing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Majority 


Leader Oscar W. Underwood, reviewing 
the achievements of the Democratic 


House as chronicled in the Congres- 
sional Record, today set forth, as he 
sees it, the situation before American 
consumers under the present tariff sys- 
tem in this fashion: 

“Under the present oppressive tariff 
law, the laboring man returns at night 
from his toil clad in a woolen suit taxed 
76 per cent; shoes taxed 12 per cent, 
stockings and underwear 71 per cent, 
a cotton shirt taxed 50 per cent, a wool 
hat and woolen gloves taxed 78 per cent. 
He carries a dinner pail taxed 45 per 
cent and greets his wife as she looks 
through a window pane taxed 62 per 
cent, with a curtain taxed 42 per cent. 

“After scraping his shoes on an iron 
scraper taxed 75 per cent, he wipes them 
on a mat taxed 60 per cent. He lifts 
the door latch taxed 45 per cent, steps 
on a carpet taxed 62 per cent and kisses 
his wife, clad in a woolen dress taxed 
7 per cent. She is mending an um- 
brella taxed 65@ per cent, with thread 
taxed 30 per cent. 

“The house is made of brick taxed 
2% per cent and lumber taxed 9 per cent, 
with paint taxed 382 per cent. Their 
wall paper was taxed 25 per cent and 
plain furniture 85 per cent. He hangs 
his pail on my bear pin taxed 45 per cent, 
using soap taxed 20 per cent, 

Taxed to Look at Himself. 

His looking glass was taxed 45 per 
cent and he combed his hair with a 
rubber comb taxed at 35 per cent. 

“‘He proceeds to eat his supper, which 
was cooked on a stove taxed 45 per cent, 
for which his wife used pots and kettles 
taxed 45 per cent. On their table is 
common crockery taxed 55 per cent and 
cheap glass tumblers taxed 45 per cent. 
The sugar he puts in his tea is taxed 64 
per cent, which he stirs with a spoon 
taxed 45 per cent. His meal is a 
frugal one because the cost of living 
is high. 

“He used a knife and fork taxed 60 
per cent in eating saltfish taxed 10 per 
cent, bread 20 per cent, potatoes 22 per 
cent, salt 33 per cent, butter 24 per cent 
and rice 62 per cent. He proceeds to 
read a book taxed % per cent, and at 
the close of the day reclines in an iron 
frame bed taxed 45 per cent with a mat- 
tress taxed 20 per centa; sheets taxed 
40 per cent, woolen blankets taxed 75 


per cent, and a cotton spread 45 per}: 


cent. 
Must Pay on Medicine, Too. 

“He is taken fll, and the doctor pre- 
scribes medicine taxed 25 per cent, 
which being ineffective, he passes from 
this active sphere of life and his body 
is deposited in a coffin taxed 35 per 
cent, which is conveyed to a cemetery 
in & wagon taxed 35 per cent, deposited 
in its resting place in mother earth, 
and the grave filled in by use of a spade 
taxed 45 per cent, while over his grave 
is raised a monument taxed 50 pe> 
cent.”

DOCTOR 1S DEAD 


Neighbors Long Stood in Awe 
of Sarah F. Wells and Her 
Fifteen Cats. 





WAS AUTHOR, TRAVELER 


Once Harem Physician—Scald- 
ed, Refuses Doctor—Rich, 
Wore Rags, Had Silks. 


A crowd of women gathered in the 
queer little apothecary shop at 14) 
Franklin avenue, Thursday, discussing 


with some awe the death of the propri- 
etor, the strange woman who for years 
had held them in fear and ewe of her 
through mystic and psychic powers 
which she was reputed to possess. 

For Dr. Sarah F. Wells, founder of 
medical colleges, author, lecturer, trav- 
eler, adventurer and charlatan, is deac. 
Though she is said to have had a large 
fortune in tenement houses in Dayton, 
O., and Kansas City, real estate in 
Florida and Government bonds, for days 
she sat in’ a broken chair in the little 
Franklin avenue shop, suffering agony 
from scalds on her feet and limbs re- 
ceived when she fell into a bathtub 
partly filled with hot water, before she 
Was persuaded to have a doctor. 


Wore Rags, Had Silks. 
Clothed in rags, she waited painfully 


for the end, while about her were trunks. 


packed with gorgeous silk gowns, rich 
possessions from the Orient. neighbor 
women who were among her clients and 
patients told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
She received the injuries which caused 
ker death at the public bathhouse at 
Sixteenth and Morgan street, a week 
ago. After taking a bath she turned on 
the hot water. Then weakness oOver- 
came her and she fell into the tub. She 
screamed and attendants rescued her, 
but not before she was badly scalded. . 
She would not go to a hospital, and it 
was only when Dr. C. A. Musick, a 
woman friend who, like herself, was a 
graduate from Oberlin University, re- 
fused to treat her further at the Frank- 
lin avenue place, that she allowed her- 
self to be taken to the Mayfield Sani- 
tarium. She died there Tuesday night. 
She knew she was dying when taken 
to the hospital and her last act was to 
send for Mme. Bee, a fortune tsiler at 
1E26 Wash street, and Miss Delia Huddy, 
who lived in the rooms above her shop, 
to whom she gave her three cats, the 
last of a family of 15, begging the wo- 
men that they care for them well. 
For years the women of the neighbcr- 
hood had held the 15 cats in supersti- 
tious aw?. They swarmed about the 
place, enjoying every liberty. Before 
the dsath of the woman doctor’s hus- 
band, Rufus G. Wells, an eccentric aero- 
naut, two years ago, there were two 
cats to which strange influences were 
credited. 
j Women Feared Cats. 


The aeronaut was a poet, after a fash- 
fon, and when he was composing a 
rhyme one big cat would sit on his 
right shoulder and another on his left 
knee. These two cats died shortly after 
Wells’ death. Then ‘the others passed 
away, one by One, until there are but 
three left. 

“Oh, those cats!” exclaimed Miss Hud- 
dy, to whom, with the fortune teller, 
they were bequeathed. Then, with a 
mirthless laugh, in which other won:en 
joined, she added: 

“I was always afraid of them until 
today. They would conve in here and 
snarl at us and drive us out. Come, 
l'll show them to you.” 

But when Miss Huddy and the others 
approached the cats the animals ran 
out through the rear of the house and, 
jumping through a basement window, 
hid themselves in a dark corner of the 
cellar. 

The neighbor women expressed curt- 
osity as to the provisions of Dr. Wells’ 
will. They say the document is in the 
possession of Clarence Miles, a grand- 
nephew, who lives at Ludlow Falls, O., 
where the body of Dr. Wells has been 
taken for interment. It was when she 
was making her will a year ago that 
the women learned, they say, of the 
amount of property she possessed. Miss 
Huddy says she had $5006 in her rooms 
at the time. 

Generous at Times. 

Her acquaintances gay that at times 
she was strangely penurious and at 
other times generous. She would treat 
sick negro women for nothing and give 
them medicine from her shop for cost, 
while at other times she would refuse 
any assistance whatever to white pa- 
tients until they had first paid her fee. 

“She never tried to make money out 
of her medical practice,” pr. Musick, 
the woman who has taken over her 
practice and businers, told a reporter. 
“She would just charge enough to cover 
cost on the medicines and her expenses 
she paid from her private fortune. How 
much she was worth I do not know, but 
she mentioned: to me frequently tene- 
ment houses she owned in Ohio and 
Kansas City and also said she had 
money invested in Government bonds. 

She was formerly a professor in the 
New York Medical College and Hospi- 
tal for Women and was the president 
and organizer of the Woman's Medical 
College and Hospital in San Francisco 
She was the author of several] volumes

Portage des Sioux, Asleep Since 
River Deserted It 50 Years 
Ago, to Awake. 





After slumbering for 50 vears, the 
quaint old town of Portage des Sioux, 
298 miles north of St. Louis, is show- 


ing signs of awakening. 

Half a century ago the great Missis- 
sipp! River deserted the town, thereby 
shattering its dream of growth and pros- 
perity. 

Now the arts of man are being em- 
ployed to break the spirit of the proud 
river, and bring it back to make resti- 
tution. Within a month, Government en- 
gineers say, Portage des Sioux will 
again be a river town. 

Steamboats will stop at its landings, 
and the activities of the long ago will 
be resumed. 

Portage des Sioux was a fair-sized 
town when St. Louis was little more 
‘han a Village. It was a port of call for 
every boat that made the upper river. 
It was a rival of the then thriving Al- 
ton. It saw visions of greatness. 

There was a steady growth in popula- 
ton and commercial importance until 
the Government, seeking to protect 
farming land further down the river, 
built Seaman’s Dike above the town. 

In a very short time the river, swirl- 
ing around the end of the dike, formed 
a new channel along the lines of) least 
resistance. 

Portage des Sioux woke up one morn- 
ing and found itself half a mile from the 
Mississippi. Then it went to sleep 
again. 

Many of the inhabitants moved away, 
finding homes in other towns which the 
river had not deserted. In all the years 
that have intervened succeeding census 
reports have fixed the population of 
Portage des Sioux in the neighborhood 
of 200. 

The Government engineers are cutting 
through a section of Seaman’s Dike in 
the hope that the river will come back 
into its old channel and wash away the 
sandbars which have made Portage des 


Sioux an inland town. 
The necessity for the dike has been 


pected to protect the farm lands below 
the town.

TAFT 10 SIGN THE 
CANAL BILL AFTER 





Thinks American Ships Have 
Right to Free Passage Under 
Terms of Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—President 
Taft will sign the Panama Canal bill 
granting free passage through the canal 
to American ships engaged in coastwise 


trade. This is stated on high author- 


ty. 
The President maintains’ that 
country has the right to grant free 


passage to American ships under th» 
terms of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
though he does net deem it a partic- 
ularly wise step to exercise this right 
without making such right clear to En- 
gland in view of the latter’s protest. 
The President will affix his signa- 
ture to the bill just before the expira- 
tion of the 10 days allowed him to sign 
bills before they automatically become 
laws. He will hold off this long in the 
hope that’ Congress will take a differ- 
ent view of the recommendations he 
made to it about a joint resolution set- 
ting forth just what are the rights of 
the Government under the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty.

INDIANS IS URGED 


Committee Would Provide More 
Water and More Schools for 


the Navajos. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Plans for 
the improvement of conditions among 
the Navajo Indians in New Mexico and 
Arizona are contained in a report just 
made to Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs Valentine by a special committee 
which he appointed some time ago. 

The water question on the Navajo 
Reservation is a big one and the com- 
mittee recommends that reservoirs be 
built so that the tribe, in addition to 
raising sheep and cattle, may do enough 
farming to raise its own supplies. Be- 
Cause the Navajos move about with 
their herds it is difficult to furnish 
echool facilities for their children, more 
than 6000 of whom do not attend school. 
On this account the committee recom- 
mends that an appropriation be made 
to supply more schoots. It also is rec- 
ommended that an industrial survey be 
made of the tribe and that a census be 


taken.

It was most extraordinary that McCoy 
had been arrested on the unsworn 
statement of an intoxicated woman 
who, when she became sober, denied 
her own statement, said the attorney. 
The reason McCoy found himself ta that 
position was that he happened to trav- 
el to Ostend and stay in the hotel 
where the theft was committed.

ELIOT CONDEMNS 
TR'SATTITUDE ON 
RIGHTS OF WOMEN 


President of Harvard When 
Roosevelt Was There Says 
Colonel Is “Playing Cards.” - 





ADDED POLITICAL BURDEN 





Admires Jane Addams’ Work 
but Declares That ‘‘“We Need 
Women to Bear Children.” 





BAR HARBOR, Me., Aug. 22.—Dr. 
Charles William Eliot, who was presi- 
dent of Harvard at the time Theodore 
Roosevelt was a student there, when in- 
terviewed by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, condemned the Colonel, espe- 
cially for encouraging women to take 
part in politics. Speaking ef Miss Jane 
Addams’ participation in the proceed- 
ings of the Bull Moose convention at 
Chicago, Dr. Eliot said: 
‘Women have no proper share in a 
political convention. Never before in 
our history as a democratic nation have 
Wwe gone so far as to permit a woman 
to nominate a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 

“Miss Addams received a great deal of 
popular acclaim when she seconded Mr. 
Roosevelt’s nomination. It is a very 
Spectacular proceeding, but, it was in 
very bad taste. I also understand Col. 
Roosevelt had the bad taste to publicly 
compliment her on her action and thank 
her. That, too, was spectacular. Lately 
he seems to have been playing cards, 
and I was surprised that he should so 
unreservedly play the cards of the wom- 
en’s movement in his convention. I 
think he will repent doing 80. 

Woman’s Greatest Right. 

“T am just old-fashioned enough to 
condemn absolutely this movement 
among the women for such public pai: 
ticipation. I have no patience with thir 
spectacular efforts to advance women’s. 
rights. I believe woman’s greatest right 
is to be loved and to serve. I believe 
the highest and most normal typ? is 
content to be reserved, modest and io 
exert her influence through the mediu.n | 
of her men folks. 

“T admire Jane Addams for what she 
has done at Hull House. She is doing a 
splendid work in her way. But I dis- 
like to see her held up in the limelight 
as an example for all other women to 
follow. We need women to bear chil- 
dren and atend to their homes. Tue 
men ought to be able to regulate their 
own politics to meet all needs without 
Cirect assistance from women. 

“Mr. Roosevelt is to be blamed for 
complicating the present political prob- 
lem with added burden of the ‘women 
froblem.” He used to be a fine fellow. 
Once I thought him a sincere well- 
wisher of the public welfare and an un- 
sclfish worker. Lately, however, ne 
seems to have been playing cards. I do 
not like so much jockeying. There has 
been too much agitation and bluster.” 

“IT Am on the Fence.” 

When questioned as to politics, Dr. 
Eliot leaned back in his easy chair, 
laughed and shook his head. Then he 
said: 

“T am on the fence, just like most 
folks. I am not a stand-patter in anr 
sense of the word. I have voted both 
the Republican and the Democratic 
tickets in the past’ But. on the other 
hand, I do not believe this country is 
in such a critical condition as many 
would have us believe. This country is 
too big and too prosperous to go to the 
dogs, as the Progressives would have us 
believe. 

“No one measure and no one man can 
either make or break the prosperity and 
the general happiness of the people. 
am not an ‘ardent supporter’ of Wood- 
row Wilson, as some have said. Heisa 
college president like myself, too. But 
college presidents have weaknesses 
also.”’ 

Dr. Eliot, when asked what he thought 
of the progressive movement as a 
whole, said: 

“Tt hold many of the so-called Progres- 
sive principles. I have held them for 
vears. Most of thom are not at all rew. 
I do not like the extreme forms of szi- 
tation by which they are promoted. 

“I was shown a cartogn the other day 
in an issue of the New York World 
which I enjoyed. It showed Mr. Roose- 
velt on a stout oak platform in a very 
cocksure attitud2. On the platform were 
these words, ‘Everything that anybu iy 
wants.’ 

“Now that was a good

TO MARRY AGAIN 


Leaves Baltimore With Man 
Whom Millionaire Named in 
Suit Never Tried.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 22.—Mrs, Emile A. 
Emerson and C. Hazeltine Basshor left 
Baltimore last night for New York, an- 
nouncing to their friends that they in- 
tended to be married either in New 
York or Jersey City. 

Mrs. Emerson is the former wife of 
Capt. Isaac C. Emerson, the millionaire 
drug manufacturer of this city, whom 
she divorced May 30, 1911, on allegations 
of abandonment. Her action had fol- 
lowed a divorce suit against her by 
Capt. Emerson, in which he named 
Basshor as corespondent. She denied 
the charge when it was made and the 
Captain’s suit never was pressed to 
trial. Basshor is a wealthy business 
man. 

Owing to temporary indi&position, Mrs. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, daughter of Mrs. 
Emerson, could not return from England 
in time for the wedding, but will visit 
her mother after her arrival in New 
York in November. . 
After a wedding journey Mr. and Mrs. 
Basshor will return to 2500 Eutaw place, 
where they will live. 

Mrs. Emerson’s home on Eutaw place 
is one of the handsomest in Baltimore, 
with its Italian garden overlooking 
Druid Hill Park. It has been the 
scene of notable entertainments. Mrs. 
Emerson was originally a Miss Askew 
of Millbrook, N. C. Her first husband 
was named Dunn, by whom she had two 
children. One became the wife of J. 
Mitchell Horner of Atlanta, Ga. She 
divorced him in 1908 and was married to 
James McVickar. The other daughter of 
Mrs. Dunn became the wife of W. W. 
White. 

After Mrs. Dunn was married to Isaac 
E. Emerson of Cherry Hill, N. C., she 
helped him in his drug store in Balti- 
more and often stayed up until midnight 
posting the account books. Of this 
union. there was one child, Margaret, 
v.ho married Dr. Smith Hollins McKim, 
a young Baltimore practicioner. In 
June, 1910, Mrs. McKim, at Reno, Nev., 
sued for a divorce, and she got her 
decree the following August. She be- 
came the wife of Alfred G. Vanderbilt, 
at Reigate, England, Dec. 7, 1911. Van- 
derbilt’s first wife, who divorced him, 
wa’ Miss Elsie Frepch of Newport, R. I. 
After Capt. Emerson and his wife 
were divorced he married Mrs. Anne 
Preston McCormick, widow of one of 
his old friends.

“Mr. Archbold received the _ receipt 
of Mr. Bliss as treasurer, and as rep- 
resenting the Republican National Com- 
mittee for the amount of $100,000. The 
contribution of $25,000 so received by me 
as chairman of the Republican State 
Committee of Pennsylvania was ex- 
pended in the presidential campaign in 
that State. 

“While the result of the election of 
1904 was a splendid victory for the Re- 
publican candidate, it must not be for- 
gotten that there were times during the 
campaign when apprehension existed 
among the Republican managers, and 
when it was felt that it was necessary 
to wage the contest with all possible 
vigor. The vigorous and effective ef- 
forts then made largely contributed to 
the final result. 

“Not long after the contribution of 
$100,000 to the Republican National 
Committee, Mr. Bliss, on behalf of the 
committee, called again to see Mr. 
Archbold .and asked for a further 
contribution of $150,000. He repre- 
sented that Mr. Roosevelt had been 
advised of the original contribution, 
as had the chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, Mr. Cortel.- 
you, and that the contribution was 
apprecfated by both, but that the need 
of further financial assistance was 
badly felt at headquarters and that 
such further assistance would be still 
more appreciated. The demand was 
urgent, insistent, I may say impera- 
tive, and it was represented that it 
sot direct from resident Roose- 
velt. 

“I knew personally well. at that 
time Mr. Archbold wanted Yo make 
this further contribution and felt that 
it was presented to him in a way 
that made him desire to make it, but 
he was overruled by his associates, 
who felt that sufficient had been 
done, and a further contribution was 
not made. 

Money Sent to Other States. 

“It should be explained that the 
Pennsylvania Republican State Commit- 
tee seldom receives any financial assist- 
ance from the Republican National 
Committee, such as is extended to other 
States. On the contrary,.treasurers are 
4 ooo by the chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee in Phila- 
delphia and in Pittsburg and large sums 
are collected in a presidential year and 
this money so collected in Pennsylvania 
is sent direct to the Republican National 
Committee in New York, for use in 
other States. Thus the resources of the 
Pennsylvania State Committee are fre- 
quently impoverished in presidential 
years. 

‘In the campaign of 1904 no contribu- 
tions were made to the Pennsylvania 
State Committee by the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and hence no special 
arrangement for the Pennsylvania State 
Committee was made in this instance 
and the transaction was part of the 
general plan of financial aid extended 
for the presidential campaign. The fact 
that the contribution of $25,000 was part 


ofa contribution of $125,000 to the presi-: 


dential campaign was one reason given 
for the refusal of Mr. Archbold and his 
associates to comply with the addi- 
tional requisition of Mr.: Bliss for an- 
other $150,000. 

“The State ticket in Pennsylvania was 
not in danger in the fall of 1904, and the 
campaign was waged entirely to poll 
as large a vote as possible for the presi- 
dential and vice-presidential candidates 
and to elect to Congress as large a 
number of Republicans from the State 
as possible. The result Was a majority 
of over 8$0,000 in Pennsylvania for Mr. 
Roosevelt for President and a delegation 
which was all Republican with the ex- 
ception of one congressional district. 

“Immediately after the election I re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Roosevelt, ex- 
pressing his warm and heartfelt thanks 
for the result in Pennsy!vania. 

“Senator Quay had recently died; 
the burdens of the Republican organ- 
ization in Pennsylvania had appar- 
ently devolved upon me. I was a good 
deal younger than I am now and 
quite enthusiastic. 

i Anxious for Record. 

“The State chairmanship had been 
forced upon me the year previous, as 
the result of political conditions. in 
Pennsylvania. I did not think it like- 
ly that I should ever be compell 
take the office again and cer 
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“Bleed ’em.” 
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would not seek it, and I was anxious 
on my own account, in the new field 
opened before me, te make as good a 
record as possible. I was, therefore, 
highly gratified by the resvlt in that 
State, which broke all previous rec- 
rds for majorities not only in Penn- 
Sylvania but in any other state in the 
Union: 

“The malicious efforts made to mis- 
represent that transaction which at 
the time was entirely legal and 
proper, is only part of the systematic 
efforts of the Flinn-Van Valkenburg 
combination in Pennsylvania to break 
me down and deceive the people 
through the unscrupulous methods of 
yellow journalism. 


“Mr. William Flinn, of this un- 
savory combination, which until re- 
cently Mr. Roosevelt would have been 
quick to denounce and repudiate, has 
made a fortune out of crooked muni- 
cipal contracts and the corrupt con- 
trol of municipal councils and state 
legislatures. 


“Mr. E. A. Van Valkenburg, editor 
of the North American in Philadel- 
Ee: was arrested and indicted for 

ribery in my first senatorial contest 
in 1896, and only escaped conviction 
through the leniency of Senator Quay 
and upén the payment of about $10,- 
000 for costs for lawyers, detectives 
and for cther expenses of prosecution, 
which amount was paid by his at- 
torney, the day before the trial was 
set to take place. 

“TWpon the death of Senator Quay, 
in 1904, Mr. Flinn became a candi- 
date to succeed him in the United 
States Senate, In Philadelphia during 
a discussion of the successorship to 
Senator Quay, Mr. Flinn offered to 
Israel W. Durham, a Republican lead- 
er in Philadelphia, and to me $1,000,- 
000, or even 2,000,000 to favor his 
ambition, and the offer was known 
to others at the time. The offer was 
declined and we refused to support 
his candidacy. 


Knox Was Appointed. 


“The Governor of Pennsylvania, 
Hon. Samuel W. Pennypacker, desir- 
ing to uphold the honor and dignity 
of the State, appointed the Hon. Phi- 
lander C. Knox to succeed Mr. Quay. 
Mr. Knox was subsequently elected 
by the Legislature for the Put} term. 
His appointment and election and res- 
ignation from the Cabinet occurred 
with the full knowledge and acqui- 
escence of Mr. Roosevelt. 


“Mr. Flinn still desires to go to 
the Tnited States Senate. Hig open 
avowal of his ambition and his activ- 
ity for Mr. Roosevelt and the reforms 
to which he has recently become a 
convert, are prompted by this desire. 

“The effrontery, hypocrisy and men- 
dacity of the Van Valkenburg-Flinn 
combination are disclosed by the fol- 
lowing correspondence between John D.

ager of Roosevelt's Pennsylvania campaign in 
1904 were one and the same—Boies Penrose, 
precisely as the man now running Roosevelt's 
Pennsylvania campaign is a boss who has thrived 
to the extent of millions on State and municipal 
contracts, and who, Penrose declares. has of- 
fered $2,000,000 for a seat in the Senate. 

It was a degrading scene, an episode no less 
unique than shameful, which the country was 
compelled to witness in its upper legislative 
chamber late yesterday afternoon.

Furthermore, declares the Senator, contradict- 

jing both Roosevelt and his then collector, Cortel- 
you, “the contribution was appreciated by both.” 
Furthermore, he avers that Cornelius Bliss, the 
Roosevelt treasurer, made an effort to get an 
additional $150,000 from the same filthy source, 
and that the effort was inspired by Roosevelt 
himself. 
Roosevelt has filed general denials and specific 
denials, and the issue is joined. The importance 
of determining it now lies in its bearing on 
Roosevelt’s present fund-raising methods, and his 
connection with corrupt and corrupting finan- 
cial powers and sources.

Mr, Nugent Replies to Expert MacLea. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In Article No. 3, “Showing Extortions of the 

Tariff, Prepared for the Post-Dispatch by a Tariff 
Board Expert,” published on Aug. 19, the author 
deyotes the major portion of his paper to the 
charge that the protective tariff permits the re- 
tailer to deceive the consumer and obtain exorbi- 
tant prices for domestic goods in that “the con- 
sumer believing the goods are imported and know- 
ing that tariff adds excessively to their cost, 
pays 50 to 100 per cent more than a fair price and 
does not suspect that he is being cheated.” Grant- 
ing for the time being that “big and little stores, 
East and West, North and South, practice this 
same deception,” this charge that the dishonest 
retailer by branding domestic goods as foreign, 
is enabled because of the tariff, to sell such mis- 
branded goods at an excessive profit is puerile. 
In order for a department store to sell a 15- 
cent domestic gingham as a 25-cent imported 
gingham (an event which according to the Post- 
Dispatch tariff expert occurs frequently in large 
stores throughout the country) three conditions 
must exist: 
1. The women who trade at the store must be 
unable to differentiate between domestic and im- 
ported ginghams. Also, they must belleve that 
the standard 16-cent domestic, gingham, which 
they have been buying for years, has without visi- 
ble outward change, become mesmerized into a 
more valuable foreign product. 

2. The extremely keen competition which exists 
between department stores, above all in staple 
lines, must by some strange circumstance, not ap- 
ply to the most staple of all articles, ginghams, 

8. The department storeowner must be dishon- 
est. 

When these three conditions exist, namely when 
the woman shopper loses her knowledge of well- 
known values, when the competition between de- 
partment stores ceases, and when the department 
store owner is dishonest, it is undoubtedly true 
that a 15-cent domestic gingham may be sold as a 
25-cent imported gingham, whether there be a 
tariff or not, and it is equally true that a regular 
$1 Ingersoll watch may be labeled “genuine 
Swiss, 18 jewels,” and sold for $2.50, whether there 
be a tariff on watches or not. 

As a matter of fact, the department store in 
which I am employed pays regularly 16% cents 
to 17% cents for the foreign ginghams which it 
sells at 25 cents, and these prices are only ob- 
tained on large orders direct from the producer. 
In the case of one well-known brand of Scotch 
ginghams, we pay as high as 20 cents per yard 
and sell for 25 cents. For domestic ginghams 
which we sell at 15 cents, we pay from 10 cents to 
11% cents. 

I do not, by these figures, wish to imply that the 
store with which I am connected gives any better 
values to its customers than do its competitors. 
I merely mention these prices as indicative of the 
actual conditions which exist in St. Louis today. 

I wish to call attention to one other potnt in 
Article No. 3 by the Post-Dispatch Tariff Board 
expert. Mr. MacLea, under the head, “Who Gets 
the Profit?” makes the following statement: ‘The 
cost of production to the manufacturer of Ameri- 
ean dimity dmounts to 71% cents, the manufac- 
turer sells to the jobber at 8 cents taking only a 
nominal manufacturing profit of 2-3 cent per yard: 
the jobber sells to the retailer at 10 cents, while 
the retailer (if he is honest and does not mis- 
brand his goods) sells to the consumer at 15 
cents.” * 

According to this statement, the pauper manu- 
facturer makes but 81g cents on his sales; the 
struggling jobber, 20 per cent on his sales, and 
the plutocratic department store owner 3314 per 
cent on his sales. 

' The fact is that this statement is entirely mis- 
leading. This is because in the case of the manu- 
facturer, the net profit {Is given (that ds to say, 





the cases of the jobber and the retailer, the gross 
profit {s given. 

Granting that the retailer’s gross profit is ordl- 
narily 334g per cent on his selling price, his net 
profit after his “cost of production” (meaning 
that his selling expenses and his mark-downs are 
figured) will not average above 4 per cent or 5 per 
cent, and only in a very few exceptional instances, 
runs as high as the “nominal” profit of the manu- 
facturer, 814 per cent. 

Only gross lack of intelligence or a plain intent 
to mislead could cause an author to write such a 
paragraph as the one entitled “Who Gets the 
Profit?” 

Finally, it may be etated that whatever extor- 
tions a protective tariff make possible, the fact 
remains that a protective tariff does not directly 
affect the profits of the retailer. The only direct 
effect of a tariff, protective or otherwise, upon a 
retailer, is that in some cases it determines where 
he makes his purchases, For the retailer, no mat- 
ter what he pays for his goods or whether they 
be domestic or foreign, sells them at a nearly 
mathematical per cent of mark-up, a per cent suf- 
ficient to pay his expenses and net him a small 
profit on the bysiness he transacts. 

Therefore, when the Tariff Board expert of the 
Post-Dispatch attempts to show that the retailer 
shares In the extortions which a protective tariff 
make possible, he advances a proposition which 
both economic theory and the facts of actual 
practice prove to be without foundation.

The snapping turtle, according to Em- 
e1son, Will seize a stick and hold it if 
his head is cut off; break the eggs of 
the young and before his eyes are open 
he will bite fiercely; so he will bite be- 
fore he is born and after he is dead; 
and similar *courage the philosopher oh- 
serves in wasps, ants and cocks. A 
step higher is the courage of the timid 
hen ruffling her feathers and attackir¢ 
a dog in protection of her young. Wheat! 
animal and moral courage combine in 
a great need, as at Thermopylae, or on 
the Titanic, they inspire us always. 
What we need oftenest, however, is the 
courage to meet the requirements of 
every day; to defy convention, or to 
obey it; to think alone, or to submit; 
to be willingly poor; to discuss scfence 
and poetry and man’s welfare in a friv- 
olous and luxury-loving company. In 
politics we need courage of various 
kinds; no kind more than that of the 
man who dares think out of his class. 
as Woodrow Wilson thinks; who dared 
to attack the system that made Prince- 
ton an attractive rich man’s club; who 
as Governor refused to hear talk about 
what he owed to those who elected him, 
well knowing it was the people who 
elected him. Grover Cleveland was 2% 
man of an era earlier than this era, and 
in many ways profoundly different; but 
he was a man of such conviction and 
such courage that his place in history 
is high. The stand which he took about 
the Wilson tariff bill, when his party 
was betraying its platform, his unyield- 
ing opposition to free silver, and his 
willingness to invite any amount of un- 
popularity rather than sign pension 
bills which were not honest, put him In 
a class apart from other politicians. If 
Gov. Wilson is elected President, and 
his party stands behind him, the Demo- 
cratic record will be a splendid one, and 
the party will remain long in power. If, 
however, the peanut politicians and the 
special agents of the money power: in 
Congress block Mr. Wilson, the result, 
we fully believe, will be that he will 
stand as firm as Cleveland, and after a 
bitter contest in the Democratic party, 
the Bull Moose party will be swept into 
office in 1916, and swept in by the votes 
of Democrats, who will be as ready 
to join the new party, if\their own part- 
ty acts badly in, its great opportunity, 
as the Republicans have shown them- 
selves since the fatal days of June.
